Officials told a press 
conference they saw no 
further threat Friday to the 
nation's third largest air¬ 
port, which is a major gate¬

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Russia to transfer detained Greenpeace activists

MOSCOW - Russia, unex¬ 
pectedly and without ex¬ 
planation, is preparing to 
transfer 30 crew members 
of a Greenpeace Interna¬ 
tional ship from a detention 
center in the far northern 
city of Murmansk to a jail in 
St. Petersburg, the organi¬ 
zation said Friday night. 

The reason for transferring 
the detainees, who have 
been held since their ship 
was seized Sept. 19 after an 
open seas protest against 
oil drilling in the Arctic, was 
not immediately clear, and 
a spokesman for Russia’s 
prison system declined to 
comment. In a statement, 
Greenpeace said it also 
did not know the reason for 
the transfers, which were 
expected to begin soon. 
The move came after the 
authorities in Murman¬ 
sk completed charging 
the 30 people who were 
aboard the ship, the Arctic 
Sunrise, with hooliganism, 
a crime punishable by up 
to seven years in prison. 
Greenpeace noted earlier 
Friday that, technically, all 
remain charged with the 
initial and graver crime 
of piracy, which Russia’s 
Investigative Committee 
initially filed against them.

Egypt TV station 
shutters popular 
satire program

stopped the airing of the 
latest episode of a widely 
popular political satire pro¬ 
gram Friday after it came 
under fire for mocking the 
ultranationalist, pro-mili- 
Itary fervor gripping the 
country. CBC announced 
the program by Bassem 
Youssef, often compared 
to U.S. comedian Jon Stew¬ 
art, would not be shown 
because the satirist and his 
producer violated its edito¬ 
rial policies. The announce¬ 
ment came just minutes 
before Youssef's show “El- 
Bernameg," or “The Pro¬ 
gram” in Arabic, was fo air 
Friday nighf. 

A broadcaster read a 
statement issued by the 
station’s board of direc¬ 
tors saying that Youssef 
and the producer “insist 
on continuing to not com¬ 
mit to the editorial policy" 
of CBC, which he said are 
part of fhe confracf. 

The pre-recorded weekly 
program returned to air 
last week after a four- 
month hiatus that hap¬ 
pened as Egypt’s military 
toppled Islamist President 
Mohammed Morsi after 
massive protests against 
his government. Youssef 
often mocked Morsi on 
the program, galvanizing 
public disenchantment 
with the leader. His show 
last week strongly mocked 
the military fever now 
gripping Egypt, as well as 
poked fun at military chief 
Gen. Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi. 
Military supporters imme¬ 
diately filed legal com¬ 
plaints against the show. 
CBC, whose program¬ 
ming largely supported the 
coup, distanced itself from 
fhe program’s confent.

It did, however, say at the 
time it was committed to 
freedom of expression.

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Next step in stop-frisk depends on new NYC mayor

NEW YORK (AP) — Front¬ 
running New York City 
mayoral candidate Bill de 
Blasio faces political and 
legal dilemmas now that a 
judge’s ruling critical of the 
police department's policy 
of stopping, questioning 
and sometimes searching 
people they deem suspi¬ 
cious has been blocked. 
The federal judge’s sum¬ 
mertime rebuke of the de¬ 
partment's stop-and-frisk 
policy as discriminatory to 
blacks and Hispanics was 
a ringing affirmation of one 
of de Blasio’s major cam¬ 
paign themes, helping 
propel him from also-ran 
to Democratic nominee 
nearly 40 points ahead in 
the polls days before the 
election. 

But on Thursday a federal 
appeals court temporar¬ 
ily blocked the ruling and 
took the extraordinary step 
of removing the judge 
from the case for “running 
afoul” of the judicial code 
of conduct. 

The decision arms Repub¬ 
lican nominee Joe Lhota 
with a new line of attack 
as he insists that a de Bla¬ 
sio victory would handcuff 
law enforcement and re¬ 
turn the city to its crime- 
filled past. 

It’s unclear how the fed¬ 
eral case will proceed if 
de Blasio, the city’s public 
advocate, wins Tuesday’s 
election. 

Previously, de Blasio said 
he would drop the city’s 
appeal of U.S. District Court 
Judge Shira Scheindlin 
ruling, which ordered a 
broad set of reforms to the 
police department’s use 
of the tactic. But he could 
choose to settle with those 
urging the reforms, elimi¬ 
nating federal oversight 
and allowing him to man¬ 
age the police depart¬ 
ment as he sees fit. 

He reiterated Friday that 
he wasn't going to pursue 
the appeal but added: 
“We don't know what the 
next steps are in the legal 
process.” 

During the past decade, 
there have been nearly 5 
million stops, mostly of mi¬ 
nority men. Only about 10 


percent of the stops result 
in arrests or summonses, 
and weapons were found 
about 2 percent of the 
time. Scheindlin presided 
over a lengthy bench trial 
in which black and His¬ 
panic men testified that 
they had been improperly 
stopped because of their 
races, and she appointed 
a federal monitor to over¬ 
see changes to training 
and supervision. 

Police Commissioner Ray¬ 
mond Kelly said Friday that 
the department would 
continue to look into one 
suggestion ordered by 
Scheindlin: the possibility 
of officers using body-worn 
cameras. But he said the 
department already does 
sophisticated stop-and- 
frisk training that's unpar¬ 
alleled in the country and 
many of the reforms were 
unnecessary. 

“In my judgment, the 
quantum of evidence cer¬ 
tainly was just not there to 
make this sweeping indict¬ 
ment of the entire police 
department on something 
called indirect racial profil¬ 
ing," Kelly said. “We don't 
racially profile. It’s against 
our regulations. It's against 


the law.” 

City officials say the case 
should be given a full hear¬ 
ing before a new judge re¬ 
gardless of who wins Tues¬ 
day’s election. The three- 


judge panel of the 2nd U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
has said it would hear oral 
arguments on the appeal 
after March 24. 

Even if de Blasio chooses 


to dismiss the appeal, the 
case may not be over. Po¬ 
lice unions filed motions to 
become parties in the case 
and could take it up should 
the city drop out.

Obama said the best way 
to honor those killed in the 
Iraq war would be to bring 
about a functioning de¬ 
mocracy. 

Al-Maliki's critics have ac¬ 
cused him for years of a 
heavy-handed leadership 
that refuses to compromise 
and, to some, oversteps his 
authority against political 
enemies. But Obama only 
praised the prime minister 
for working to include Sun¬ 
nis, Shiites and Kurds. 

“The main theme was that 
the United States wants to 
be a strong and effective 
partner with Iraq, and we

Kerry: Some NSA surveillance reached ‘too far’

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry's 
remark that some National 
Security Agency surveil¬ 
lance “reached too far” 
was the first time a high- 
ranking Obama admin¬ 
istration official acknowl¬ 
edged that U.S. snooping 
abroad might be seen as 
overzealous. 

After launching into a vigor¬ 
ous defense of surveillance 
as an effective counter¬ 
terror tool, Kerry acknowl¬ 
edged to a video-confer¬ 
ence on open government 
in London that “in some 
cases, I acknowledge to 
you, as has the president, 
that some of these actions 
have reached too far, and 
we are going to make sure 
that does not happen in 
the future." 

“There is no question that 
the president and I and 
others in government have 
actually learned of some 
things that had been hap¬ 
pening, in many ways, on 
an automatic pilot be¬ 
cause the technology is 
there," Kerry said, respond¬ 
ing to a question about 
transparency in govern¬ 
ments. 

Kerry was responding to 
questions from European 
allies about reports in the 
past two weeks that the 
National Security Agency 
had collected data on tens 
of millions of Europe-based 
phone calls and had moni¬ 
tored the cell phones of 
35 world leaders, including 
that of German Chancellor 


Angela Merkel. 

The State Department said 
Friday his remarks were in 
sync with what President 
Barack Obama has al¬ 
ready said on the contro¬ 
versial spying practices. But 
Obama has said the ad¬ 
ministration was conduct¬ 
ing a review of surveillance 
practices and said that if 
the practices went too far 
they would be halted. 

Kerry first joked with Brit¬ 
ish Foreign Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Hague, whom he 
said should also answer 
the question about surveil¬ 
lance because otherwise, 
would it mean that Britain 
did not do its own surveil¬ 
lance abroad? The joke 
was a subtle jab at the U.S. 
position that allies spy on 
each other routinely. 

Kerry said in the wake of 
9/11, the United States and 
other countries realized 
they were dealing with a 
new brand of extremism 
where people were will¬ 
ing to blow themselves up, 
even if it meant civilians 
would be killed. 

“There are countless exam¬ 
ples of this," Kerry said, cit¬ 
ing the Sept. 21 al-Qaida- 
affiliated al-Shabab attack 
on the Westgate Mall in 
Nairobi, Kenya, which killed 
at least 67 people. 

“So what if you were able 
to intercept that and stop 
it before it happens?” Kerry 
asked. “We have actually 
prevented airplanes from 
going down, buildings from 
being blown up and peo¬ 
ple from being assassinat¬ 
ed because we've been

DETROIT (AP) — A U.S. busi¬ 
nessman says he told fed¬ 
eral investigators the loca¬ 
tion of Osama bin Laden’s 
compound in Pakistan 
years before his killing and 
is seeking a $25 million re¬ 
ward. 

A letter obtained Friday by 
The Associated Press from 
a Chicago-based law firm 
representing Tom Lee says 
the 63-year-old gem mer¬ 
chant reported the loca¬ 
tion of bin Laden’s com¬ 
pound in Abbottabad in 
2003. 

The letter sent by the Loevy 
& Loevy law firm to FBI Di¬ 
rector James Comey in Au¬ 
gust says a Pakistani intelli¬ 
gence agent told Lee that 
he escorted bin Laden and 
his family from Peshawar to 
Abbottabad. 

According to the letter, 
Lee shared the informa¬ 
tion with customs and FBI 
agents. Lee reported that 
the Pakistani agent “was 
a member of a family that 
Mr. Lee had done business 
with for decades," the let¬ 
ter said, and the agent 
and his family opposed bin 
Laden. 

A request to speak with 
Lee and Michael Kanovitz, 
the attorney who signed 
the letter, was made to the 
law firm.

American manufacturing expands at best pace in 2'A years

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

factory activity expanded 
in October at the fastest 


pace in 2/4 years, suggest¬ 
ing that the 16-day partial 
shutdown of the govern¬ 
ment had little effect on 
manufacturers. 

Instead, overseas demand 
and healthy U.S. auto sales 


appear to be supporting 
factory output. The housing 
recovery is also lifting the 
furniture and wood prod¬ 
ucts industry despite a re¬ 


cent slowing in home sales. 
“We’ve become accus¬ 
tomed to the way Wash¬ 
ington operates in the 
past couple of years and 
assume that it will get re¬ 
solved eventually, however 


painfully," said Bradley Hol¬ 
comb, head of the survey 
committee of the Institute 
for Supply Management, a 
trade group of purchasing 


managers that on Friday 
reported a solid manufac¬ 
turing figure for October. 
The ISM's manufacturing 
index rose to 56.4 from 56.2 
in September. A reading 
above 50 indicates growth. 


Factories also expanded in 
Europe this month, though 
at a slightly slower pace, 
according to surveys in 
that region. Manufacturing 
indexes have all picked up 
in China, Japan, and South 
Korea. 

The overseas strength is 
boosting demand for U.S. 
factories. A measure of 
export orders jumped to 
its highest level in nearly a 
year and a half in October, 
the ISM report said. 

“The outlook for manu¬ 
facturing looks far more 
constructive now than it 
did over the past several 
months, in light of the im¬ 
proving global backdrop,” 
said Michael Dolega, an 
economist at TD Econom¬ 
ics. U.S. factory activity has 
now risen at an increasingly 
fast pace for five straight 
months, according to the 
ISM's index. In October, a 
measure of new orders rose 
slightly. 

And a gauge of production 
fell but remained at a high 
level. Factories added jobs, 
though more slowly than in 
September. 

The shutdown did depress 
activity at some companies 
that make metal products 
and electrical equipment. 


And while the survey’s find¬ 
ings suggest stronger out¬ 
put in coming months, the 
most recent measures of 
factory production remain 
tepid. 

“The strength of this hasn’t 
yet been reflected in actu¬ 
al manufacturing output,” 
said Amna Asaf, an econo¬ 
mist at Capital Economics. 
On Monday, the Feder¬ 
al Reserve said factories 
barely increased their out¬ 
put in September. Auto¬ 
makers produced more. 
But that gain was offset by 
declines at companies that 
make computers, furniture 
and appliances. 
Companies reduced de¬ 
mand in September indus¬ 
trial machinery, electrical 
equipment and other core 
capital goods that signal 
investment, the govern¬ 
ment said last week. And 
August's figures those or¬ 
ders were revised down. 
Economists pay particular 
attention to core capital 
goods, which exclude air¬ 
craft and defense-related 
goods, because they re¬ 
flect business confidence. 
Analysts were also encour¬ 
aged by a survey of com¬ 
panies in the Chicago re¬

US car demand dips on shutdown

DETROIT (AP) — The gov¬ 
ernment shutdown damp¬ 
ened — but didn’t stall — 
Americans' demand for 
new cars and trucks. 

The 16-day shutdown 
slowed U.S. auto sales in the 
first two weeks of October, 
but they picked up speed 
in the last two weeks. Sales 
rose 11 percent to 1.2 mil¬ 
lion. 

General Motors, Ford, Nis¬ 
san and Chrysler all re¬ 
corded double-digit sales 
gains, while Toyota, Honda 
and Hyundai saw smaller 
increases. Of major auto¬ 
makers, only Volkswagen’s 
sales fell. 

Stable fuel prices, low inter¬ 
est rates and the increased 
availability of credit pushed 
people to buy regardless 
of the political wrangling. 


said Kurt McNeil, GM’s vice 
president of U.S. sales. 

“All those things that have 
been driving the econo¬ 
my? They're still there,” he 
said. 

Pickup trucks sold well as 
business improved for con¬ 
tractors and other work¬ 
ers. Sales of the Chevrolet 
Silverado, GM’s top selling 
vehicle, jumped 10 per¬ 
cent to nearly 43,000, and 
Chrysler's Ram truck was 
up 18 percent. Sales of 
Ford’s F-Series pickups rose 
13 percent and topped 
60,000 for the sixth month in 
a row. 

SUV sales were also strong. 
Sales of Nissan’s Pathfinder, 
which was recently rede¬ 
signed, nearly doubled 
from last October. Sales of 
the Chevrolet Tahoe and 
Suburban large SUVs both 
jumped more than 50 per¬ 
cent. 


The weak spot was small 
cars and hybrids, which 
have been struggling to 
win buyers as gas prices 
fall. 

Gas prices averaged $3.27 
per gallon (3.8 liters) at 
the end of October, the 
lowest level of the year. 
The national average has 
dropped 31 cents since 
Labor Day, according to 
AAA. 

Toyota Prius hybrid sales fell 
7 percent while the Chev¬ 
rolet Volt plug-in hybrid 
was down 32 percent. The 
tiny Fiat 500 fell 36 percent. 
Sales of Ford’s Focus small 
car were down 17 percent, 
while its C-Max small hybrid 
fell 20 percent. 

Ford recently announced 
plans to idle the Michigan 
factory where those ve¬ 
hicles are made for two 
weeks this fall because of 
weak demand.

Greece: 

2 Golden Dawn members shot dead 


Experts: More must be done 
to search for missing people

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
A drive-by shooting killed 
two members of Greece’s 
Nazi-inspired Golden Dawn 
party and wounded one 
outside a party office in 
Athens on Friday night, in 
what officials are treating 
as a likely far-left domestic 
terrorist attack. 

The government and op¬ 


position parties — all who 
have long ostracized Gold¬ 
en Dawn as a group of 
neo-Nazis — quickly con¬ 
demned the attack, which 
the left-wing main opposi¬ 
tion Syriza said “targets de¬ 
mocracy” in Greece. 

The two victims, aged 22 
and 27, were shot at close 
range from a motorcycle 
carrying two men, Golden 
Dawn lawmaker Georgios 
Germenis told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

“A man got off a motorcy¬ 


cle wearing a helmet and 
shot them,” he said, add¬ 
ing the attack was cap¬ 
tured on a security camera 
at the party office in Ath¬ 
ens’ Neo Iraklio suburb. 

A third man, aged 29, was 
taken to hospital with se¬ 
vere gunshot wounds. 

The shooting occurred 
amid a government crack¬ 
down on Golden Dawn 
following the Sept. 17 fa¬ 


tal stabbing of an anti¬ 
fascist musician in Athens. 
A Golden Dawn supporter 
has been arrested and 
charged with murder. The 
party’s leader and two of 
its lawmakers have been 
jailed pending trial on 
charges of forming a crimi¬ 
nal group, and another six 
stripped of immunity from 
prosecution. 

The party has denied any 
wrongdoing, and none of 
the leadership has been 
charged with any direct 


connection to the killing. 
Golden Dawn, which 
rose from obscurity during 
Greece’s financial crisis, 
won 18 of Parliament’s 300 
seats in last year’s elec¬ 
tions and is now polling as 
the recession-plagued na¬ 
tion’s third most popular 
political party.v Police said 
no arrests were made and 
the counterterrorism squad 
has taken over the investi-

gation. There has been no 
claim of responsibility, but 
Greece still has active far- 
left and anarchist extremist 
groups that have claimed 
a string of shootings and 
bombings that killed two 
policemen and a journalist.

ranks of missing people are 
swelling around the world, 
including Muslim men 
murdered and dumped 
into mass graves in Bos¬ 
nia, victims of Asia’s 2004 
tsunami, people killed in 
Mexico's drug wars, and 
asylum seekers who drown 
as they flee conflicts in 
rickety boats. Academics 
and others meeting in The 
Hague to discuss the plight 
of missing people called on 
Friday for more to be done 
to tackle the problem, say¬ 
ing that would contribute 
to more stable societies 
around the world. 

Professor Jeremy Sarkin, a 
member of the U.N. Work¬ 
ing Group on Enforced or 
Involuntary Disappearanc¬ 
es, told a three-day con¬ 
ference that peace will 
be threatened in nations 
emerging from armed con¬ 
flict “if issues relating to the 
missing continue to exist.” 
The conference was or¬ 
ganized by the Sarajevo- 
based International Com¬ 
mission on Missing Persons 
(ICMP), which was formed 
in 1996 to help trace and 
identify thousands of peo¬ 
ple who went missing dur¬ 
ing the Balkan wars of the 
1990s. It has grown into a 
repository for expertise on 
using DNA to identify miss¬ 
ing people. 

The organization is currently 
working in the Balkans, Iraq, 
Libya, Cyprus, Chile and El 
Salvador as well as helping 
Interpol identify victims of 
the recent Westgate Mall 
terror attack in Kenya. 

In the former Yugoslavia, it 
has built up a database of 
blood samples from more 
than 90,000 relatives of 
29,500 missing people and 
54,000 bone samples ex¬ 


humed from mass graves. 
Using DNA analysis, the 
group has identified some 
17,000 people killed in the 
wars, bringing a measure 
of closure to their relatives. 
ICMP Chairman Thomas 
Miller said exact numbers 
of the missing worldwide 
are almost impossible to 
gauge, but he said thou¬ 
sands of people disappear 
each year. 

“The world needs a global 
mechanism that has the 
strength and backing of 
the international commu¬ 
nity to successfully address 
this painful issue,” he said. 
Dutch Foreign Minister 
Frans Timmermans ap¬ 
pealed for the ICMP to be 
given a formal status under 
international law. 

“I call upon national gov¬ 
ernments to support our 
efforts to make it easier for 
this organization to oper¬ 
ate around the world,” he 
told delegates. 

People disappear daily 
around the world for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons, experts say. 
In Mexico, the govern¬ 
ment’s war on drugs has 
triggered a surge in disap¬ 
pearances, said Consuelo 
Morales, one of the found¬ 
ers of Citizens for Human 
Rights Support. 

She recalled the case of a 
3-year-old boy left scream¬ 
ing in a street after his fa¬ 
ther was abducted by a 
street gang because he 
had witnessed a robbery. 
“This child lost his father, 
security," Morales said. “In 
15 years, can you imagine 
what will be in the heart 
and mind of this child?" 
Efforts to track down and 
identify such victims will 
help heal the family’s 
wounds, she said. “Without 
truth, without justice, there 
can be no peace,” Mo¬ 
rales told The Associated 
Press.^O

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Snowden seeks the world’s help against US charges

BERLIN (AP) — The U.S. re¬ 
fused to show any leniency 
to fugitive leaker Edward 
Snowden on Friday, even as 
Secretary of State John Ker¬ 
ry conceded that eaves¬ 
dropping on allies had hap¬ 
pened on “automatic pilot” 
and went too far. 

Snowden made his appeal 
for U.S. clemency in a letter 
released Friday by a Ger¬ 
man lawmaker who met 
with him in Moscow. In it, 
the 30-year-old American 
asked for international help 
to persuade the U.S. to drop 
spying charges against him 
and said he would like to 
testify before the U.S. Con¬ 
gress about the National 
Security Agency’s surveil¬ 
lance activities. 

Snowden also indicated 
he would be willing to help 
German officials investigate 
alleged U.S. spying in Ger¬ 
many, said Hans-Christian 
Stroebele, a lawmaker with 
the opposition Green Party 
and a member of the par¬ 
liamentary committee that 
oversees German intelli¬ 
gence. 

Stroebele met with 
Snowden for three hours 
on Thursday, a week after 
explosive allegations that 
the NSA had monitored 
Chancellor Angela Merkel's 
cellphone prompted her 
to complain personally to 
President Barack Obama. 
The alleged spying has pro¬ 
duced the most serious dip¬ 
lomatic tensions between 
the two allies since Germa¬ 
ny opposed the U.S.-led in¬ 
vasion of Iraq in 2003. 

In his one-page typed let¬ 
ter, written in English and 
bearing signatures that 
Stroebele said were his own 
and Snowden’s, the Ameri¬ 
can complained that the 
U.S. government “continues 
to treat dissent as defec¬ 


tion, and seeks to criminal¬ 
ize political speech with fel¬ 
ony charges that provide 
no defense.” 

“However, speaking 

the truth is not a crime," 
Snowden wrote. “I am con¬ 
fident that with the support 
of the international com¬ 


munity, the government of 
the United States will aban¬ 
don this harmful behavior." 
In Washington, State 
Department spokes¬ 

woman Jen Psaki would 
not respond directly to 
Snowden’s appeal, but 
said the U.S. position “has 
not changed.” 

“Despite recent reports or 
recent pronouncements 
from Mr. Snowden, as 
we've stated many times 
before, he’s accused of 
leaking classified informa¬ 
tion, faces felony charges 
here in the United States 
and we believe he should 
be returned as soon as 
possible, where he will be 
accorded full due process 


and protections applicable 
under U.S. law,” Psaki said. 
Stroebele said Snowden 
appeared healthy and 
cheerful during their meet¬ 
ing at an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion in Moscow. The Ger¬ 
man television network 
ARD, which accompanied 


Stroebele, said the Ger¬ 
mans were taken to the 
meeting by unidentified se¬ 
curity officials under “strict 
secrecy." 

Snowden “said that he 
would like most to lay the 
facts on the table before a 
committee of the U.S. Con¬ 


gress and explain them,” 
Stroebele said. The law¬ 
maker, a prominent critic 
of the NSA’s alleged ac¬ 
tivities, said Snowden “did 
not present himself to me 
as anti-American or any¬ 
thing like that — quite the

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AP Exclusive: Honduras chief Bonilla denies death squads

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
(AP) — In a capital accus¬ 
tomed to daily bloodshed, 
the man in charge of law 


enforcement is as feared 
as the criminals. Few dare 
speak his name above a 
whisper. 

Five-star Gen. Juan Car¬ 
los Bonilla was accused 
a decade ago of running 
death squads and today 


oversees a department 
suspected of beating, kill¬ 
ing and “disappearing" its 
detainees. Fie is the top 
cop in the country that 
serves as a way station for 


most South American co¬ 
caine bound for the United 
States and beyond. 

Bonilla is also the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment's go-to man in 
Flonduras for the war on 
drug trafficking. 

Though the State Depart¬ 


ment officially keeps the 
49-year-old chief at arm's 
length over his dubious 
past, Bonilla embraces 
the U.S. government as his 
“best ally and support.” If 


the U.S. wants to fight drug 
trafficking in Flonduras, it 
has to work with Bonilla. 

“I am the director general, 
and I don't delegate that 
responsibility to anyone,” 
Bonilla said during his first 
interview with a reporter 
since 2011. 

In a wide-ranging conver¬ 
sation with The Associated 
Press that started over 


lunch at his favorite Tegu¬ 
cigalpa restaurant and 
ended after a late din¬ 
ner at his well-appointed 
home, Bonilla denied he 
once led a social cleans¬ 
ing campaign, that his po¬ 
lice force is as criminal as 
those it arrests, or that he is 
in any way responsible for 
a rash of gang members 
who disappeared after be¬ 
ing arrested. Two of them 
later turned up dead on 
the edge of town. 

“I can't be on top of every¬ 
thing. Sometimes things will 
escape me. I'm human,” 
Bonilla said. 

Flonduras is a country un¬ 
der siege with one of the 
world’s highest murder 
rates, where corruption is 
rampant and the rule of 
law weak. Its citizens scurry 
home before dusk in the 
capital. The sound of auto¬ 
matic gunfire peppers the 
night, and cities awaken 
to discarded bodies, the 
handiwork of street gangs, 
extortion rackets, drug ma¬ 
fias and, apparently, the 
police. 

By law, Bonilla runs all polic¬ 
ing in Flonduras, everything 
from planning operations 
and directing investiga¬ 
tions, to approving travel 
abroad for training and ve¬ 
hicle repairs. Fie oversees a 
troubled force where there 


is no consistent account of 
how many officers are on 
the payroll or how many 
show up for work, only es¬ 
timates ranging from 8,000 
to 15,000. The police rou¬ 
tinely are accused of civil 
rights violations. Between 
March and May, the AP 
reported at least five cases 
of alleged gang members 
missing or killed after be¬ 
ing taken into police cus¬ 
tody in what critics and hu¬ 
man rights advocates call 
death squads engaged in 
a wave of social cleansing 
of criminals. In July, a man 
died of a burst liver after 
he was arrested for disor¬ 
derly conduct and beaten 
by police, according to a 
prosecutor's file. In August, 
a gang member was beat¬ 
en to death after being 
arrested for shooting an 
officer, a crime captured 
on surveillance tape that 
went viral on the Internet. 
Bonilla said he is aware of 
the charges and insisted 
that every complaint is be¬ 
ing investigated. Excesses 
“happen, yes. We inves¬ 
tigate them and act,” he 
said. “You cannot use a 
word like ‘death squads,' 
because there is no chain 
of command or an or¬ 
der by me, never, under 
any circumstances, to act 
illegally."□

Dominican prosecutors seek extradition of priest

SANTO DOMINGO, Domini¬ 
can Republic (AP) — Do¬ 
minican prosecutors said 
Thursday that they sent 
a dossier to the attorney 
general seeking the extra¬ 
dition of a Polish priest who 
has been accused of child 
sexual abuse in this largely 
Roman Catholic country. 
At a news conference, 
Santiago Prosecutor Luisa 
Liranzo told reporters that 
an indictment alleges that 
seven Dominican children 
were abused by the Rev. 
Wojciech Gil, who led a 
parish in the mountain 
town of Juncalito for eight 
years. Gil was in Poland on 
vacation when the allega¬ 
tions surfaced earlier this 
year and has not returned 
to the Dominican Republic. 
The 36-year-old priest has 
denied sexually abusing 


children in phone calls to 
Dominican reporters and 
suggested drug gangsters 
in the Caribbean country 
are taking revenge on him 
for his educational work. 

In recent weeks, Domini¬ 
can Attorney General 
Francisco Dominguez Brito 
requested the collabora¬ 
tion of Interpol and other 
international organizations 
in locating Gil so he could 
eventually be tried in the 
Dominican Republic. 

Last month, Polish police 
said they located Gil living 
in a community near the 
southern city of Krakow af¬ 
ter he was sought by Inter¬ 
pol. Fie was not detained 
because Interpol only 
asked to locate him. 

In order to arrest him, Pol¬ 
ish police need an official 
request from Dominican 
investigators. It was not im¬ 
mediately clear Thursday 


if that request has been 
made. 

The father of one of the al¬ 
leged victims has charged 
that his son was molested 
by the clergyman for about 
three years. A complaint 
against Gil also alleges he 
promised other children 
that he would take them to 
the beach and to Europe 
if they dressed in thong un¬ 
derwear and appeared in 
videos and photos. 
Dominican authorities are 
also investigating the for¬ 
mer Vatican ambassador 
to the Caribbean coun¬ 
try, Archbishop Jozef We- 
solowski, over allegations 
of sexual abuse of teen¬ 
age boys. Fie too is Polish. 
Wesolowski’s whereabouts 
are unknown since the Vat¬ 
ican removed him as apos¬ 
tolic nuncio Aug. 21 after 
the allegations against him 
came to light.Q

Singapore blog 
website hacked 
by Anonymous

SINGAPORE (AP) — A pur¬ 
ported member of the 
Internet hacking group 
Anonymous breached a 
blog linked to Singapore’s 
leading newspaper Fri¬ 
day, heightening con¬ 
cerns about cybersecu¬ 
rity among the city-state’s 
government agencies. 

The Straits Times said it re¬ 
moved a page on a web¬ 
site that features blog posts 
by the newspaper’s writers 
after it was defaced by the 
hacker. 

The hacker claimed a 
Straits Times journalist pub¬ 
lished a “very misleading” 
blog post about a threat 
purportedly issued by 
Anonymous against Sin¬ 
gapore’s government to 
protest contentious online 
licensing regulations. 

The Straits Times said on its 
main website that it has 
lodged a police report and 
that government agencies 
have been on alert since 
the initial threat surfaced in 
a YouTube video Thursday. 
A message left on the blog 
page demanded that the 
journalist resign or apolo¬ 
gize within 48 hours “to the 
citizens of Singapore for 
trying to mislead them.” It 
warned that Anonymous 
would take more serious 
action if the journalist re¬ 
fused. 

The attack comes a

Falling inflation worries ECB

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 
— On top of high unem¬ 
ployment and sluggish 
growth, the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank has a new head¬ 
ache: an unexpected drop 
in inflation. 

Most people think lower 
inflation is good news be¬ 
cause it makes things eas¬ 
ier to buy — and usually it 
is. But the current slide is just 
another sign of how weak 
the economic recovery is 
in the 17 countries that use 
the euro. 

An official report this week 
showed a surprise drop in 
the inflation rate to 0.7 per¬ 
cent in September from 1.1 
percent the month before. 
That's well below the ECB’s 
stated goal of close to 
but below 2 percent that 
it considers ideal for the 
economy. 

But the monetary author¬ 
ity for the eurozone may 
be running short of tools to 
deal with the problem. 

TELL-TALE SIGN 

The drop in inflation shows 
demand is weak: people 
aren’t able or willing to 
risk spending or borrowing. 
Sellers can’t raise prices as 
much. 

That remains the case in the 
eurozone, where unem¬ 
ployment is at a record of 
12.2 percent and the econ¬ 
omy only just emerged 
from a long recession with 
anemic growth of 0.3 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter. 
The worst outcome would 
be outright deflation. That's 
an economic death spi¬ 
ral, when a chronic fall in 
prices leads people to hold 
off spending because they 
know goods will become 
cheaper. Europe is still 
some distance from that. 
Much of the downdraft 
comes from countries hav¬ 
ing the most trouble from 
the debt crisis. In Portugal, 
Ireland and Spain, inflation 
has been lower than the 
eurozone average — and 
prices even fell 1 percent in 
hardest-hit Greece in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Wages fell in those coun¬ 
tries, too. Labor cost in¬ 
creases have slowed in the 
eurozone as a whole, to an 
annual 0.9 percent in the 
second quarter. 


TIME TO CUT? 

The ECB has already used 
up most of its traditional 
medicine: lower interest 
rates. Its benchmark rate — 
what it charges to loan to 
banks — is at 0.5 percent, 
the lowest since the euro 
was introduced in 1999. 

Yet a top ECB council mem¬ 
ber, Luc Coene of Belgium, 
has said an unexpected 
drop in inflation would de¬ 
mand a response. 

A few analysts say the ECB 
might trim the benchmark 
rate again next week. How¬ 
ard Archer, an analyst at 
IHS Global Insight, said the 
inflation figure had “moved 
the goal posts” and that a 
cut was “very much on the 
agenda.” The euro has fall¬ 
en in the past day, a sign 
some investors expect the 
ECB to act. 

Others say the ECB is unlike¬ 
ly to be prodded into ac¬ 
tion by one month’s worth 
of data, since its own infla¬ 
tion forecast isn’t due until 
December. 

NEGATIVE RATES 

Besides trimming its bench¬ 
mark refinancing rate, the 
ECB could bring its deposit 
rate — what it pays banks 
on money they keep with 
the ECB — below its current 
level of zero. 

That would in theory push 
banks to stop stashing 
money at the ECB. But it 
could also backfire. Banks 
might simply pass on the 
cost to customers in the 
form of higher interest 
rates. And a negative rate 
could hurt bank profits at a 
time when regulators are 
trying to strengthen banks' 
finances. 

CHEAP LOANS 

The ECB could also make 
another long-term offer of 
cheap credit to banks. Two 
earlier such offers of just 
over 1 trillion euros helped 
stabilize the banking sys¬ 
tem during the debt crisis. 
Yet the banks might sim¬ 
ply use the money to buy 
government bonds instead 
of lending and stimulating 
the economy. That would 
make banks and govern¬ 
ments more dependent 
on each other’s finances, 
a link that helped fuel the 
financial crisis in the first

With a wedge in his hand 
on the par-5 14th, Mcllroy 
went just over the green 
and had to hit a delicate 
chip to save par.

18th, his second shot found 
the water, leading to bo¬ 
gey. 

“I just hit a couple of bad 
shots, and then I guess I let 
it affect me a little bit, and 
then I started to doubt my¬ 
self sometimes," Mcllroy 
said. “I didn’t hit a lot of 
quality shots on the back 
nine.” 

Johnson hardly missed. He 
only hit eight of 14 fairways, 
but several of those were in 
the first cut of rough, and 
two of them counted as 
missed fairways because 
he was trying to drive the 


green on the par 4s. At the 
seventh, his tee shot was 
just short of the bunker in 
front of the green, leading 
to an easy up-and-down 
for birdie. On the 16th, he 
hit 3-iron just short of the 
green in a drain, took a 
free drop and chipped to 3 
feet for birdie. 

“What's possible for an ath¬ 
lete like him who just rips it, 
that's not what's possible 
for the rest of us some¬ 
times,” said Graeme Mc¬ 
Dowell, who had another 
69 playing in Johnson’s 
group and was six shots 
behind. “He’s an impres¬ 
sive guy. When he’s in the 
mood and when he’s on 
form, he’s pretty prolific.” 
There was a big crowd be¬ 
hind in case Johnson slips 
up on the weekend. 

Ernie Els, Sergio Garcia, 
BMW Masters winner Gon- 
zalo Fernandez-Casta- 
no and Ian Poulter were 
among those at 6-under 
138. Phil Mickelson, trying 
to recover from his qua¬ 
druple bogey-bogey finish 
to the opening round, had

A-Rod accuses MLB of 
‘gross, ongoing misconduct’

NEW YORK (AP) — With the 
World Series over, Alex Ro¬ 
driguez resumed his criti¬ 
cism of Major League Base¬ 
ball and Commissioner Bud 
Selig for its investigation 
that led to a 211-game sus¬ 
pension that the New York 
Yankees third baseman is 
trying to overturn. 

In addition to a grievance 
filed by the players' union, 
Rodriguez filed a lawsuit 
against Selig and MLB that 
accused them of engag¬ 
ing in a “witch hunt.” 

“I am deeply troubled by 
my team’s investigative 
findings with respect to 


MLB's conduct,” Rodriguez 
said in a statement Thurs¬ 
day. “How can the gross, 
ongoing misconduct of 
the MLB investigations divi¬ 
sion not be relevant to my 
suspension, when my sus¬ 
pension supposedly results 
directly from that division’s 
work?" 

MLB suspended Rodriguez 
on Aug. 5 for violations of 
its drug agreement and 
labor contract, but he was 
allowed to keep playing 
pending a determination 
of the grievance. Arbitrator 
Fredric Horowitz has heard 
eight days of hearings, and 


the next session is Nov. 18. 
Speaking last weekend 
at the World Series, Selig 
praised MLB's investiga¬ 
tive team, saying “I’m very 
comfortable with what 
they did and how they did 
it.” “I’ve been in baseball 
now for 50 years,” he said. 
“I thought I’d seen every¬ 
thing, but I hadn’t." 
Rodriguez waited to re¬ 
spond until after the World 
Series had ended. 

“It is sad that commissioner 
Selig once again is turning 
a blind eye, knowing that 
crimes are being commit¬ 
ted under his regime,” the 


three-time AL MVP said. “I 
have 100 percent faith in 
my legal team. To be sure, 
this fight is necessary to pro¬ 
tect me, but it also serves 
the interests of the next 
18-year-old coming into 


the league, to be sure he 
doesn’t step into the house 
of horrors that I am being 
forced to walk through."

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Jeter and Yankees reach $12 million, 1-year deal

NEW YORK (AP) - In a sign 
of confidence Derek Jeter 
will return to shortstop next 
season, the New York Yan¬ 
kees agreed Friday to a $12 
million, one-year deal with 
their captain. 

Jeter, who turns 40 next 
June, was limited to 17 
games this year after 
breaking his ankle in the 
2012 playoffs. He spent four 
stints on the disabled list in 
the most frustrating season 
of his 19-year career. 

“This entire season has 
been a nightmare for me 
physically,” he said after 
the Yankees said his season 
was over. “I truly believe 
with a full offseason, work¬ 
ing out and getting my 
strength back that I can 
get back to doing what I 
always have.” 

This deal, agreed to Friday 
between owner Hal Stein- 


brenner and agent Casey 
Close, was achieved with¬ 
out the rancor surrounding 
Jeter's previous contract. 
As part of the agreement 
in December 2010, Jeter 
had salaries of $15 million 
in 2011, $16 million in 2012 
and $17 million in 2013. That 
deal included an $8 million 
option for 2014 that esca¬ 
lated to $9.5 million be¬ 
cause he won a Silver Slug¬ 
ger Award in 2012, when 
he led the major leagues 
with 216 hits. 

Jeter needed to be helped 
off the field at Yankee Sta¬ 
dium after he broke his left 
ankle Oct. 13, 2012, dur¬ 
ing the AL championship 
series opener against De¬ 
troit. While he vowed to be 
back for opening day, he 
was limited to five spring 
training games and 11 at- 
bats, stayed behind when 
the team broke camp for 
rehabilitation at New York's 


minor league complex in 
Tampa, Fla., and broke the 
ankle again in April. 

He missed the first 91 games 
of the season, then felt 
pain his right quadriceps 
when he returned July 11. 
He went back on the DL, 
returned July 28 for fhree 
games, then strained his 
right calf. 

Back in the lineup on Aug. 
26, he played through Sept. 
7, when he left for a pinch- 
runner after singling against 
Boston. While scans of fhe 
left ankle were negative, 
the Yankees said four days 
later his season was over. 
Jeter wound up hitting .190 
(12 for 63) wifh one homer 
and seven RBIs, playing 13 
games af shortstop and 
four at designated hitter. 
The new deal, technically 
an amendment to his pre¬ 
vious contract, calls for a 
$4 million bonus if Jeter is 
voted the AL Most Valu¬ 


able Player and $2 million 
if he's second through sixth 
in the voting. He would get 
$1.5 million if he wins a Silver 
Slugger Award, $500,000 


for fhe league champion¬ 
ship series MVP, $500,000 
for fhe World Series MVP 
and $500,000 for earning a

After Cin¬ 
cinnati’s Terence Newman 
was called for a 38-yard 
pass interference penalty, 
the Bengals dug in and 
forced another punt that 
pinned them deep, setting 
up the safety by Wake. 


According to STATS, Minne¬

The Bengals could have 
tried a 56-yard field goal in 
overtime but punted to the 
Dolphins instead.

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Google releases 1st phone powered by ‘Kit Kat’

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Google is selling a new 
Android smartphone that 
it hopes will become more 
like a clairvoyant friend 
than a piece of hardware. 
The Nexus 5 phone un¬ 
veiled Thursday is the first 
device to run on Kit Kat, the 
latest version of Google's 
Android operating system. 
As with previous Nexus 
phones, the latest will 
be sold only at full retail 
price, without subsidies 
that come with two-year 
contract agreements. It 
goes on sale Thursday in 
Google’s online Play store 
starting at $349, undercut¬ 
ting many rival phones at 
contract-free prices. The 
phone will work on most 
U.S. wireless networks, but 
not Verizon’s. A Nexus 5 
model also is available for 
European markets. 

The Nexus 5 and Kit Kat 
software underscore 
Google’s ambition to in¬ 
grain its search engine and 
virtual assistant, Google 
Now, even deeper into 
people's lives. In the pro¬ 
cess, Google Inc. hopes to 
gather more insights that 
will enable it to sell more 
advertising, which gener¬ 
ates most of its revenue. 

It’ll be easier for Google 
to learn about a person’s 
habits and needs so it can 
display helpful information, 
such as an online post from 
a favorife blog or a sug¬ 
gestion to use Fandango’s 
movie-ticketing service 
when standing in a long 
line at a movie theater. 
When visiting a tourist 
attraction such as Yel¬ 
lowstone National Park, 
Google Now might auto¬ 
matically show informa¬ 
tion about geysers from the 
Web. 

“We want to get to the 
point where you glance at 
your phone and it always 
delights you with what you 
need,” said Sundar Pichai, 
a Google executive who 
oversees Android. 

The new phone’s $349 
price threatens to lure 
more cost-conscious con¬ 
sumers away from Apple 
Inc.’s iPhone, which retails 
for $649 for the 5S and $549 
for fhe 5C when sold with¬ 


out a traditional two-year 
service agreement. 

In an unusual twist for a 
software upgrade, Google 
built Kit Kat so it would work 
on cheaper smartphones 
equipped with less com¬ 
puting memory than top- 
of-the-line devices. 

The move reflects the 
Mountain View, Califor¬ 
nia, company’s desire to 
broaden use of the most 
recent version of Android. 
More than 1 billion Android 
devices have been ac¬ 
tivated, but a significant 
number are still using a 
3-year-old flavor known as 
Gingerbread. That version 
remains popular because 
it works on those cheaper 
phones. 

The mishmash of Android 
systems has made it tough¬ 
er on app developers, who 
haven’t been able to fully 
embrace the new features 
in previous upgrades with¬ 
out risking older phones 
not being to run their soft¬ 
ware. By contrast, Apple 
makes its iOS upgrades 
free all at once to several 
recent models. With Kit Kat, 
Google has a chance to 
bring older and cheaper 
phones up to date. 

Google plans to make Kit 
Kat available for other de¬ 
vices within the next few 
weeks, but it will be up to 
individual manufacturers 
and their wireless carrier 
partners to decide if and 
when they will make the 
update available. 

With the release of Kit Kat, 
Google also has improved 
its voice recognition tech¬ 
nology so it can engage in 
more meaningful dialogue 
with users. 

Kit Kat also showcases a 
new feature in Google’s 
search technology to fuse 
results from the Web and 
applications installed on a 
phone. For instance, a re¬ 
quest for a certain restau¬ 
rant will show information 
drawn both from the Web 
and the app for the reser¬ 
vation service OpenTable 
Inc. Initially, only OpenT¬ 
able and nine other mobile 
app makers have enabled 
this, but more are coming. 
This feature will also show 
up on other devices, in¬ 
cluding the iPhone, but for 
now it works best on the

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Complaints about 
Lululemon pants 
hurt bottom line

NEW YORK (AP) — Just 
a few months after Lu¬ 
lulemon Athletica pulled 
yoga pants from shelves 
because they were too 
sheer, costing the compa¬ 
ny millions in sales, it's field¬ 
ing new complaints about 
quality. The Canadian 
company had blamed the 
problems from spring on a 
style change and produc¬ 
tion issues. New yoga pants 
have since made their way 
into stores, but there are re¬ 
cent complaints on the Lu¬ 
lulemon Facebook page 
and its website about 
pants that are still too 
sheer. There are also com¬ 
plaints about pants pilling 
after a few months of wear 

— or even just a few uses 

— and about holes and 
seams coming apart. 

The fresh batch of prob¬ 
lems could alienate the re¬ 
tailer's legion of hardcore 
fans who have been willing 
to shell out $100 or more 
for yoga pants. These fol¬ 
lowers helped Lululemon, 
founded in 1998, ring up 
$1.4 billion in sales last year. 
Lululemon is trying to put 
the see-through yoga 
pants snafu behind it. It’s 
looking for a new CEO af¬ 
ter its current chief execu¬ 
tive, Christine Day, said in 
June she was planning to 
leave. On Thursday, it an¬ 
nounced it had hired a 
new chief product officer, 
bringing in a Kmart leader 
to fill a role that had been 
left vacant. 

“Lululemon will certain 
face new challenges if the 
pilling and seam problems 
are real,” said Sterne Agee 
analyst Sam Poser in a re¬ 
search note. 

One complaint from Lu- 
lulemon's website, from 
Oct. 7, on the page for 
the Groove pant, says 
“As much as I love my lulu 
pants that I purchased in 
August, I will not be recom¬ 
mending this to anyone at 
all. For the price I paid, it’s 
just not justifiable at all. The 
waist bands are pilling, the 
back is pilling and same 
as the complaint below I 
wash and care for fhem 
with like garments."□ 


Nasdaq Options Market halted, closed for day

daq shut down trading on 
one of its options markets 
Friday, the latest techni¬ 
cal problem to hit the ex¬ 
change. 

Nasdaq OMX said it halted 
trading at 10:36 a.m. (1436 
GMT) and announced at 
2:10 p.m. that it would shut 


down options trading for 
fhe rest of the day. Regular 
stock trading on the Nas¬ 
daq Stock Exchange was 
not affected. 

Nasdaq decided to halt 
the options market after 
it saw a surge in orders, 
which caused the system 
to stop accepting orders 
and disseminating quotes, 
according to a statement 


from Nasdaq, The Nasdaq 
operates two other options 
markets — BX Options and 
Philadelphia-based PHLX. 
Those exchanges were not 
affected by Friday’s halt. 
The exchange did not 
say when options trading 
would resume. 

A stock option gives the 
holder the right, but not 
the obligation, to buy or 


sell a stock at a fixed price 
in the future. The shutdown 
is the latest glitch at the ex¬ 
change. Nasdaq indexes 
weren't updated for about 
45 minutes on Tuesday 
because of a technical 
problem. On Aug. 22, trad¬ 
ing was halted on the Nas¬ 
daq Stock Market for fhree 
hours because of a sepa¬ 
rate technical glitch.Q 


RBS Bank to segregate toxic assets at big loss

LONDON (AP) — The tax- 
payer-owned Royal Bank 
of Scotland said Friday it 
will segregate about 38 
billion pounds ($62 billion) 
of soured investments to 
clean up its balance sheet 
in the aftermath of the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

The move is part of a plan 
to get the bank in shape so 
the government can even¬ 
tually sell its majority stake. 
But it will come at a cost — 
Friday’s move will result in a 
charge of 4 billion pounds 
to 4.5 billion pounds in 
the fourth quarter. Shares 
slumped 5.4 percent to 
346.7 pence on the news. 
The government had ear¬ 
lier considered the possi¬ 
bility of splitting the bank 
into “good” and “bad" 
parts. The bad bank would 
have managed the soured 
investments. But the gov¬ 
ernment concluded that 
such a split would do more 
harm than good, in part 
because it would distract 
management at a crucial 
moment. 

Instead, RBS will create 
an “internal bad bank," 
meaning it will segregate 
the soured investments, 
which represent about 
5 percent of the bank’s 
funded assets, and man¬ 


age them separately. The 
goal is to sell or write-off 55 
percent to 70 percent of 
these assets by the end of 
2016 

“While there is inevitable 
uncertainty associated 
with running down such as¬ 


sets, we have a clear aspi¬ 
ration to remove all these 
assets from the balance 
sheet in three years,” Chief 
Executive Ross McEwan, 
who took charge of the 
bank last month, said in a 
statement. 

Former Treasury chief 
Alistair Darling, who over¬ 
saw the bank’s 45 billion- 


pound bailout in 2008 that 
gave the government a 
stake of about 80 percent, 
said a lot of the bad loans 
would have to be written 
down. Irish property invest¬ 
ments, in particular, would 
need to be sold at a loss. 


Treasury chief George Os¬ 
borne acknowledged that 
the time frame for getting 
rid of the assets means it 
is unlikely the government 
will sell its stake before the 
next election in 2015. Re¬ 
turning RBS to private own¬ 
ership would have been a 
significant victory for the 
Conservative-led coalition. 


“I wouldn’t feel comfort¬ 
able going to the British 
people and saying ‘Invest 
in RBS’ until I was absolutely 
clear that it was on top of 
its problems,” Osborne told 
the BBC. 

Ian Gordon, an analyst 
at Investec summed up 
the market’s reaction suc¬ 
cinctly. 

“Any relief at the avoid¬ 
ance of a full breakup is 
tempered by significant 
shareholder value de¬ 
struction in measures an¬ 
nounced today,” he wrote 
in a note to clients. 

RBS also said Friday that 
it would accelerate the 
divestment of Citizens, its 
American banking sub¬ 
sidiary, planning an initial 
public offering for 2014. It 
made the announcement 
in its earnings report, which 
showed that the third- 
quarter net loss narrowed 
to 828 million pounds from 
1.4 billion in the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

It also reportedly suspend¬ 
ed two traders in its foreign 
exchange arm amid an 
international investigation 
into the manipulation of 
currency markets. McE¬ 
wan declined to comment 
on the case but said the 
bank would come down 
hard on anyone breaking 
the rules. □

Trading activity was heavy, 
with nearly 10 million shares 
changing hands. 


The retailer, which special¬ 
izes in shelving, storage 
bins, boxes and related or¬ 
ganizational items, priced 
its initial public offering of 
12.5 million shares af $18 
apiece. This was above 
fhe projected price range 
of $14 to $16 per share. 
Container Store Group Inc. 
raised $225 million in the 
IPO. It is giving underwrit¬ 


ers the option to buy up to 
nearly 1.9 million additional 
shares. 

The Dallas company said 
that it plans to spend pro¬ 
ceeds on paying preferred 
dividends fo ifs private 
equity firm backer, Leon¬ 
ard Green & Partners, as 
well as current and former 
employees and repaying 
debt. Leonard Green will 


own nearly 61 percent of 
ifs shares after the IPO. 

The Container Store has 62 
stores in the U.S. that sell 
organization and storage 
products. It also owns Elfa, 
a Swedish maker of stor¬ 
age system parts that are 
sold in its stores and else¬ 
where. 

Shares are trading under

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As Sabres rebuild, fans add their 2 cents

BUFFALO, N.Y. - The Buffalo 
Sabres have fhe worst re¬ 
cord in the NHL at 2-11-1. 
and that is bad enough for 
their fans. But the Sabres 
have also become pari¬ 
ahs, so widely criticized for 
a handful of violent inci¬ 
dents that fans in Buffalo 
and commentators across 
the continent are calling 
for their coach's ouster. 
“It's one thing to be bad," 
said Buxees Singh, a Sabres 
fan since the team was 
founded in 1970. “It’s an¬ 
other to just go out there 
and make you and your 
fans look like idiots.” 

When the Sabres play 
the New York Rangers 
on Thursday at Madison 
Square Garden, they will 
be without their often-sus¬ 
pended agitator Patrick 
Kaleta, who is finishing a 
10-game sanction for an il¬ 
legal check to the head of 
Columbus Blue Jackets de¬ 
fenseman Jack Johnson. 
Neither will they have the 
services of the 6-foot-8 
enforcer John Scott, who 
is provisionally suspended 
and faces a league disci¬ 
plinary hearing on Thurs¬ 
day for a blindside hit that 
gave Boston Bruins forward 
Loui Eriksson a concussion. 
This is an unusual place for 
the Sabres to be. For brief 
periods in the late 1980s 
and the late ‘90s, they had 
a reputation for fighting, 
but they never developed 
a lasting image as a goon 
squad. 

Darcy Regier, the general 
manager since 1997, dis¬ 
agrees with the percep¬ 
tion that the Sabres are 
cheap-shot artists, calling 
the criticism of coach Ron 
Rolston “piling on.” 

The Sabres have not won 
a Stanley Cup, but they 
reached the finals twice 
and the conference finals 
another four times. They 
finished last in their confer¬ 
ence only once in 43 sea¬ 
sons, in 1986-87. 

But this season is shaping 
up to be far worse than 
any in Sabres history. It is 
part of a calculated strat¬ 
egy to blow up the team 
and build from scratch with 
young players, no matter 
how bad the short-term re¬ 
sults. Last weekend, Buffa¬ 


lo traded forward Thomas 
Vanek, their leading scorer 
in three of the past four 
seasons, to the New York 
Islanders for Matt Moulson 
and two draft picks. Goal¬ 
ie Ryan Miller, a Vezina Tro¬ 
phy winner, is believed to 
be on the trading block as 
well. In several games this 
season, the Sabres have 


used four teenage players. 
They are already antici¬ 
pating a high position in 
the 2014 draft. 

“That’s been the game 
plan since the start,” 
Rolston said. 

“Play a lot of the young 
players, get high draft 
picks for the future.” 

Angry fans in Buffalo, 
where hockey is practi¬ 
cally a religion, have ad¬ 
opted their own phrase for 
this approach. “Embrace 
the tank,” they call it. Since 
last season, they have reg¬ 
ularly chanted “Fire Darcy" 
at games at First Niagara 
Center. 

But all that seems mild 
compared with the criti¬ 
cism leveled by hockey 
writers and television com¬ 
mentators at Rolston, a 
first-time NHL coach who 
replaced the longtime 
coach Lindy Ruff in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Rolston had spent the pre¬ 
vious nine years behind 
the bench at the junior 
level with USA Hockey and 
with Rochester (N.Y.) of the 
American Hockey League. 
Rolston was fined during 
the preseason for “player 
selection and team con¬ 
duct” after he put Scott 
on the ice against Toron¬ 


to's star forward Phil Kes- 
sel in the third period of a 
close game last month, 
and Scott ignited a line 
brawl. Trailing by two goals 
against Boston early in 
the third period last week, 
Rolston put Scott on the 
ice again, and Scott blind¬ 
sided Eriksson, giving him a 
concussion. 


Regier, the general man¬ 
ager, called criticism of his 
coach inappropriate and 
unfair. 

“He has no history of 
coaching like that,” Regi¬ 
er said of Rolston. “He’s 
been a teacher, he came 
up with the U.S. develop¬ 
ment program. What he’s 
been accused of, there’s 
just none of it in his back¬ 
ground.” 

But, Regier added, “he has 
a responsibility to control 
our players.” 

The players Rolston would 
have to control are spe¬ 
cifically Kaleta, born and 
raised in the Buffalo area, 
and Scott, who grew up 
a Sabres fan in nearby St. 
Catherines, Ontario. Scott, 
who has one goal in 187 
NHL games, was signed 
last season because the 
Sabres were consistently 
being physically dominat¬ 
ed by the rival Bruins. 
Regier acknowledged that 
Kaleta and Scott needed 
to evolve. 

“Patty is going to have to 
change his game,” Regier 
said of Kaleta, who has 
been fined or suspended 
six times in his NHL career 
for dangerous acts. “He's 
made some adjustments, 
but not enough. Q

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Scientists fear renewed threat to white pine trees

CONCORD, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — A fungus tar¬ 
geting white pine forests 
has mutated and poses 
new threats more than a 
century after it first hit the 
United States, American 
and Canadian scientists 
said Thursday. 

A mutant form of white 
pine blister rust was dis¬ 
covered by Cornell Univer¬ 
sity researcher Kerik Cox in 
2011 in Connecticut. After 
two years of study, scien¬ 
tists now believe a large 
number of host plants — 
called ribes — previously 
thought to be immune to 
the fungus are susceptible. 

Ribes include valuable 
niche crops like black cur¬ 
rants and gooseberries 
that are used in products 
from jam to vodka. 

Spores from infected ribes 
are carried by wind to the 
pines where the fungus in¬ 
vades the tree, eventually 
killing it. “This is a problem 
both for the forest industry 
and for growers (of ribes),” 
said Isabel Munck, a plant 
pathologist for the U.S. For¬ 
est Service based in Dur¬ 
ham, New Hampshire. She 
estimates up to half the 
plants previously thought 
to be immune have been 
found to be infected. 
When the fungus first hit in 
1909 and spread outward 


from New York state, a 
massive eradication effort 
including a federal ban on 
planting ribes, helped stem 
the destruction. Still, within 
13 years, about half the 
pines in New Hampshire 
were infected by the fun¬ 
gus, which is native to Asia 
and is believed to have 
hitchhiked here on an in¬ 
fected pine seedling from 
Europe. 


Philippe Tanguay, a molec¬ 
ular forest pathologist with 
the Canadian Forest Ser¬ 
vice, said a genetic finger¬ 
print of the new discovery 
determined it was a muta¬ 
tion of an existing strain of 
blister rust and not a new 
strain. 

There are other treatments 
including fungicides used 
on ribes, pruning of infect¬ 
ed pine branches or re¬ 


moval of trees, she said. 

It’s a worry in timbering 
states like New Hampshire 
and Maine and in Canada. 
“Pine is still the king in New 
Hampshire,” said Kyle Lom¬ 
bard, the state's forest 
health program manager. 
“We grow and cut more 
pine in New Hampshire 
than any other tree spe¬ 
cies.” 

Eastern white pine is native 


to eastern North America. 
It ranges as far north as the 
Canadian Maritimes, west¬ 
ward to the Great Lakes 
and as far south as Missis¬ 
sippi. 

Munck said scientists are 
just getting a handle on 
the mutation and part of 
the early effort will focus on 
outreach to other states. 
“This is all brand new,” she 
said.Q 


Nations fail to agree on 
Antarctic marine reserve

WELLINGTON, New Zea¬ 
land (AP) — The nations 
that make decisions about 
Antarctic fishing failed 
Friday for a third time 


to agree on a plan that 
would create the world’s 
largest marine sanctuary. 
The U.S. and New Zealand 
had proposed creating a 
reserve in the pristine Ross 
Sea. At 1.34 million square 


kilometers (517,000 square 
miles), the sanctuary would 
have been twice the size of 
Texas. 

The proposal, a decade 
in the making, had been 
scaled back from ear¬ 
lier plans. Many coun¬ 
tries hoped that would be 
enough to entice previ¬ 
ous objectors Russia and 
Ukraine to agree. Those 
countries are among sever¬ 
al that have fishing interests 
in the region. 

But the 24 nations and the 
European Union failed to 
reach a required consen¬ 
sus as time ran out Friday 


on a 10-day gathering of 
national delegations in Ho¬ 
bart, Australia. 

The countries also failed to 
agree on a second pro¬ 
posal to create smaller re¬ 
serves in East Antarctica. 
The Pew Charitable Trusts 
said Russia and Ukraine 
essentially ran down the 
clock filibuster-style after 
earlier expressing positive 
sentiments about the pro¬ 
posal. 

“This is a bad day for Ant¬ 
arctica and for the world’s 
oceans that desperately 
need protection," said An¬ 
drea Kavanagh, director 


of Pew’s Southern Ocean 
sanctuaries project. 

The Ross Sea is home to the 
Antarctic toothfish, a lucra¬ 
tive species that is often 
marketed in North America 
as Chilean sea bass. 

The nations that make up 
the Commission for the 
Conservation of Antarctic 
Marine Living Resources 
are scheduled to meet 
again next October. 
Kavanagh said she doesn't 
believe the sanctuary plan 
is dead, although she's not 
sure what it will take now to 
get it passed .□

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
The folks at Warner Music 
Nashville are showing they 
know how to get your at¬ 
tention. And this time of 
year, it's all about atten¬ 
tion, with the County Music 
Association Awards being 
presented next week. 

This includes mailing out a 
nifty virtual record player 
to promote Blake Shelton 
at the CMAs and hiring a 
marching band to draw at¬ 
tention to new artist nomi¬ 
nee Brett Eldredge. 

Peter Strickland, WMN’s 
executive vice president 
and general manager, 
calls these attention-get¬ 
ters awareness campaigns, 
and they sure have raised 
awareness. 

The virtual player has been 
the talk of CMA voters. It 
includes a vinyl copy of 
Shelton’s “Based on a True 
Story” laid in a thin plastic 
rectangle. Scan a code 


with your cellphone, put it 
on the record, and a digi¬ 
tal arm appears that allows 
you to “play" the music. 
You can move the arm 
back and forth, just like on 
a turntable. And the vinyl 
album can be played on a 
real turntable. 

“We just wanted to focus 
on the music and we knew 
if we did something totally 
revolutionary, I guess, that 
people would take the ef¬ 
fort to listen to it,” Strickland 
said. 

“The hardest part is to get 
the CD from the package 
into the player to pay at¬ 
tention to the music, and 
we didn’t have an issue 
with this piece.” 

Each awards show has its 
own set of rules about lob¬ 
bying for an artist. The CMA 
encourages artists and their 
labels to educate voters, 
allowing three email blasts 
and one mailer a year. 
Brandi Simms, the CMA’s 
director of membership 


and balloting, oversees the 
program and vets the mail¬ 
ers to make sure they con¬ 
form to a few guidelines. 
Most mailers consist of sim¬ 
ple items like CDs or post¬ 
cards, but vinyl albums 
have become popular. 
Taylor Swift sent out a tour 
book this year. (Jason Al- 
dean once sent out a 
translucent plastic enve¬ 
lope containing a memo¬ 
rable letter.) Before Shelton 
set the bar this year, the 
most memorable item in 
recent years was the holo¬ 
graphic picture of Billy Cur- 
rington that featured two 
images as you moved it 
back and forth — one with 
the singer's shirt on — and 
one with it off. “Does it in¬ 
fluence voting? I have no 
idea," Simms said. “I can't 
tell you if it does or doesn’t. 
But I think at the end of the 
day the voters enjoy get¬ 
ting the CDs in the mail 
and things like the Blake 
Shelton mailer. I’ve gotten 


more calls because people 
can’t figure ouf how to use 
them. It’s just really a cool 
member benefit.” 

The CMAs on Wednesday 
night isn’t the only awards 
show that Music Row fo¬ 
cuses on. The Grammy 
Award nominafions will be 
announced Dec. 6 and fhe 


Academy of Country Music 
Awards will be presented 
next spring. Then it will be 
time to start focusing on the 
CMAs again. 

“It’s a lot of fun to do, but it 
goes from one to the next 
to the next,” Strickland said. 
“It always seems like we've 
got a campaign going on.”

Lack of black women 
becomes issue for SNL

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Kim 
Kardashian and Kanye 
West sued a co-founder 
of YouTube on Thursday 
claiming he violated a 
confidentiality agreement 
by posting a video of the 
couple’s marriage propos¬ 
al to his new video-sharing 
website. 

The couple's lawsuit states 
Chad Hurley wasn't invited 
to the elaborate Oct. 21 
proposal at San Francisco’s 
AT&T Park, but was allowed 
to stay because he signed 
an agreement not to post 
any video or images from 
the event. West allowed 
other cameras to film the 
event for possible broad¬ 
cast on E! Entertainment 
Television, home to his fian¬ 
cee's show “Keeping Up 
With the Kardashians,” ac¬ 
cording to the suit. 

Hurley posted a fuzzy 2 1/2 
minute long video on his 
new website MixBit, that 
showed West proposing

to Kardashian while an or¬ 
chestra played. The video 
also showed the ensuing 
celebration with Kardashi- 
an’s family and invited 
guests toasting the newly- 
engaged couple. 
Kardashian and West are 
seeking unspecified dam¬ 
ages from Hurley and his 
company, Avos Systems 
Inc. 

“Exclusive rights, such as 
those sold by plaintiffs to 
publication of video of the 
event, are particularly valu¬ 
able,” the lawsuit states. “If 
people violate these rights 
... they are of substantially 
diminished value.” 

A message sent through 
MixBit seeking comment 
from Hurley was not imme¬ 
diately returned. 

West proposed to Kar¬ 
dashian on her 33rd birth¬ 
day; the couple’s first child 
North West was born in 
June. 

The lawsuit was first report¬ 
ed by celebrity website

NEW YORK (AP) — Kerry 
Washington’s turn as host 
of “Saturday Night Live” 
this week gives that televi¬ 
sion institution something it 
hasn't seen much lately: a 
black woman onstage try¬ 
ing to make people laugh. 
The show's diversity has be¬ 
come an issue, pushed to 
the forefront by comments 
from the two black male 
cast members. 

No black women are 
among the 16 repertory or 
featured players currently 
on the show. While Eddie 
Murphy, Garrett Morris, 
Chris Rock, Tim Meadows, 
Tracy Morgan and cur¬ 
rent cast members Kenan 
Thompson and Jay Pharo- 
ah have been major “SNL” 
players, the 137 people 
who have been cast mem¬ 
bers since the show started 
on NBC in 1975 include four 
black women. 

The most recent, and most 
prominent, was biracial 
Maya Rudolph, who left in 
2007. 

Founding producer Lome 
Michaels, who is still the 
show’s top executive and 
generally keeps the cast¬ 


ing process mysterious, said 
he’s well aware of the issue 
and is on the lookout for 
black women as potential 
cast members. 

“It's not like it’s not a priority 
for us," he said in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated 
Press on Thursday night. “It 
will happen. I'm sure it will 
happen." Pharoah told 
the website The Grio re¬ 
cently that he hoped the 
show would have a black 
woman in its cast, and he 
had a suggestion: Darmirra 
Brunson.“Why do I think she 
should be on the show?” he 
said. “Because she’s black, 
first of all, and she's really 
talented. She's amazing. 
She needs to be on ‘SNL.’" 
It’s not clear whether she 
was ever considered, al¬ 
though it’s currently a moot 
point. Brunson is a cast 
member on Tyler Perry’s 
show, “Love Thy Neighbor,” 
on Oprah Winfrey’s OWN 
network. 

Thompson, who Michaels 
said is as good as anyone 
who’s been on the show, 
blamed a lack of quality 
black comediennes. “It’s 
just a tough part of the busi¬ 
ness, like in auditions,” he 
told TV Guide. “They never 


find ones that are ready.” 
That didn't go over well in 
the comedy community, 
with several people com¬ 
ing forth with suggestions 
for Thompson. “It was kind 
of an unfortunate, unthink¬ 
ing thing to say," said Miri¬ 
am Petty, a Northwestern 
University communications 
professor and expert on 
black popular culture. 
Sketch comedy troupes 
like Second City, the Up¬ 
right Citizens Brigade The¬ 
ater and the Groundlings 
are fertile ground for future 
cast members. Current 
players pass along recom¬ 
mendations, like when Tina 
Fey touted Amy Poehler. 
There are often specific 
needs: “SNL" was particu¬ 
larly seeking men this year 
because Jason Sudeikis, 
Fred Armisen and Bill Had- 
er left the show, and Seth 
Meyers is soon to graduate 
to his own weeknight show. 
Michaels said “SNL" is par¬ 
ticularly interested in sketch 
comedy experience, a dif¬ 
ferent skill than stand-up. 
He also wants to make sure 
that a new cast member 
has some seasoning and 
won’t be overwhelmed by 
the pace and attention.

The Spies Who Loved To Damage Us

Maybe there’s no such thing 
as a happy second-term presi¬ 
dency. 

Let’s talk this through. Discuss¬ 
ing presidential history is much 
more fun than discussing 
HealthCare.gov. Also, I always 
enjoy having a chance to men¬ 
tion Grover Cleveland. 

“He was very unhappy,” said 
Henry Graff, Cleveland’s biog¬ 
rapher. “First, he got cancer of 
the mouth.” That was at the be¬ 
ginning of Cleveland’s second 
term. Because the nation was 
in an economic crisis, the presi¬ 
dent kept his condition secret 
and had surgery on a yacht 
that was bobbing off Long Is¬ 
land. Then it was time for the 
Depression of 1893. 

See? We’re already feeling 
that things could be worse. 
Lately, it really has seemed as 
if the Obama White House is 
incapable of producing good 
news beyond the fact that the 
debt ceiling wasn’t smashed. 
Swooning websites, security 
snoops run amok - there’d be 
some comfort in believing that 
it’s all historically inevitable. “In 
almost every case, you can 
argue that the second terms 
have been pretty dreadful,” 
said Michael Beschloss, the 
presidential historian. 

Think about it. Richard Nixon 
had to resign. Bill Clinton got 
impeached. George W. Bush 
had an average second-term 
approval rating of 37 percent, 
which the Gallup people say 
was the worst presidential 
plummet in modern history. 
Woodrow Wilson had a stroke 
and spent much of his second 
term in the bedroom. Franklin 
Roosevelt was one of the coun¬ 
try’s most successful presidents, 
but that was because of Terms 
1 and 3. Two was a mess. 

In fact, the pattern goes all the 
way back to George Washing¬ 
ton. “Certainly, from his point 
of view, it was horrible,” said 
Joseph Ellis, who has written bi¬ 
ographies of both Washington 
and Thomas Jefferson. One of 
the reasons was the eruption of 
a hyperpartisan media. When 
Washington retired, Ellis noted, 
one Jefferson-backed paper 
announced: “We can all pray 
for his imminent death.” 

Nothing so soothing as the 
knowledge that everything 
we’re doing wrong was done 
even worse by the founding 
fathers. 


Obviously, there are exceptions 
to the two-term rule. James 
Monroe did pretty well, and 
Dwight Eisenhower. Ronald 
Reagan was popular when he 
departed, despite Iran-Contra. 
But the record does trend pret¬ 
ty hard in one direction. Look¬ 
ing at it, you wonder why more 
presidents don’t just declare 
victory and go home after four 
years. Like James Polk, who 
often shows up in Top-10-presi- 
dents lists. But, then, how often 
does he come up in conversa¬ 
tion? How often do you hear a 
major politician say: “In the im¬ 
mortal words of James Polk?” 
There are worse things than be¬ 
ing a second-term president. 
You could, for instance, be a 
person who lost to one. Look 
at poor John Kerry, wander¬ 
ing around the globe having 
meetings with heads of state 
we wiretapped. Mitt Romney 
doesn’t seem to have any¬ 
thing to do but construct new 
vacation homes. The Salt Lake 
Tribune recently reported that 
Romney is building one in Utah 
that has a bookcase that swiv¬ 
els out and leads to a secret 
room. This is not to be confused 
with the one in California that 
has a car elevator. I believe 
that makes five Romney homes, 
and a person with five houses is 
a person with too much time on 
his hands. 

But back to the presidency. 
Ever since Congress invented 
term limits, it’s been a given 
that there’s just so much a 
lame-duck president can hope 
to do, and time is short. In Feb¬ 
ruary, President Barack Obama 
told an interviewer that he 
wanted to act quickly because 
“once we get through this year, 
then people start looking at the 
midterms.” 

That’s the problem. We didn’t 
get this year! We didn’t even 
get a couple of months! The 
way we’re going now, we 
could wind up looking back on 
the highlight of Obama Two as 
the time he lucked out on Syria. 
There’s still hope. Bill Clinton’s 
second term was horrible in so 
many ways, but we did wind 
up with the longest economic 
surge in American history. I be¬ 
lieve I speak for us all when I say 
I would trade an impeachment 
trial for another one of those. 
The very fact that Clinton was 
teetering on the verge of disas¬ 
ter seemed to cause the Ameri¬ 
can public to rally around him. 
Do you think that would work 
for Obama? We don’t want 
to wish impeachment on him. 
Or a sex scandal. Certainly not 
jaw surgery at sea. But maybe 
something small yet dramatic. 
Perhaps the president could do 
a press event to celebrate the 
reopening of the national parks 
and get lost for a few days in 
the Grand Canyon. Everybody 
would be reminded of how 
much they used to like him. He 
could come back in triumph 
and restart the immigration 
reform bill. The cloud over the 
White House would lift and the 
website would suddenly be up 
and running. 

I believe we have a plan.Q 
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Perhaps there’s more we could 
do to antagonize American al¬ 
lies. 

The National Security Agency 
could tweet Chancellor Angela 
Merkel’s juicy phone conversa¬ 
tions, or post video clips on You¬ 
Tube of Prime Minister Shinzo 
Abe of Japan singing in the 
shower. The Pentagon could fly 
drones over Paris, dropping Big 
Macs on fine restaurants, just to 
show that we can. 

Government officials fume at 
Edward Snowden and Chelsea 
Manning for harm they did to 
American security. Fair enough. 
But the latest uproar over our 
NSA spying is a reminder of 
how senior American officials 
have themselves jeopardized 
our strategic interests - by over¬ 
reaching and doing things just 
because they could. 

Our national security policy has 
gone off the rails since 9/11. 
For a dozen years, security 
has been an obsession, rarely 
constrained by a weighing of 
trade-offs, and to what result? 
We have sought every tactical 
advantage, and this sometimes 
leads - as in eavesdropping of 
foreign allies - to strategic losses. 
We have doubled spending 
on intelligence, after inflation, 
to more than $70 billion annu¬ 
ally. More people have “top 
secret” clearances than live in 
the District of Columbia - and it 
was inevitable that there would 


be some rogues among them. 
When everything is classified, 
the system loses credibility, 
transparency and accountabil- 
ity. 

The war on terror led us to fight 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
achieving few obvious gains 
but costing thousands of Ameri¬ 
can lives. For every jihadi we 
killed, we appear to have cre¬ 
ated several new ones. 

As a Chinese saying goes, we 
lifted up a rock and dropped it 
on our own feet. 

When he took office, President 
Barack Obama seemed likely 
to reorient security policy. He 
did, indeed, bring troops back 
from Iraq and, after a miscon¬ 
ceived “surge” in Afghanistan, 
is winding down our presence 
there. But, overall, his security 
policy is surprisingly similar to 
President George W. Bush’s: 
Guantanamo remains an af¬ 
front to our values and the 
world’s, NSA spying programs 
continue in force, drone strikes 
have been stepped up, and 
the White House has tried to 
curb serious public conversa¬ 
tion about drones, spying and 
cyberwarfare. The Obama 
administration has prosecuted 
more whistle-blowers under the 
Espionage Act than all previous 
administrations put together. 
The latest scandal involving our 
spying on European leaders is 
symptomatic of this larger myo¬ 
pia about our strategic interests. 
It’s true that some of the out¬ 
rage in Europe is affected. As 
Bernard Kouchner, the former 
foreign minister of France, blunt¬ 
ly noted in a radio interview: 
“Let’s be honest. We eaves¬ 
drop, too. Everyone is listening 
to everyone else. But we don’t 
have the same means as the 
United States, which makes us 
jealous.” Still, our eavesdrop¬ 
ping seems to have broken Ger¬ 
man law, as well as the first rule 
of spying: Don’t get caught. 

If Obama really didn’t know 
that 35 world leaders were be¬ 
ing listened to, something was 
wrong with intelligence over¬ 
sight. A former CIA senior official 
says that before 9/11, that kind 
of monitoring of world lead¬ 


ers was always cleared by the 
White House. 

“Anything with senior govern¬ 
ment officials or heads of state 
was checked quite carefully, at 
least with the national security 
adviser, if not the president,” 
the official told me. 

Yet, since 9/11, our security pol¬ 
icy has been on autopilot: If we 
can spy on Merkel, let’s do it! If 
we can use a drone to kill a sus¬ 
pected terrorist, go for it! If we 
can keep people indefinitely in 
Guantanamo, why not? 

Our hubris has undercut Ameri¬ 
ca’s greatest foreign policy ad¬ 
vantage: our soft power. In Pak¬ 
istan, for example, our drone 
strikes have removed some 
dangerous militants. But drone 
strikes deeply antagonized the 
Pakistani people, tarnishing our 
image and reducing our lever¬ 
age in a pivotal country. Our 
drones damaged our own in¬ 
fluence in Pakistan more than 
the Taliban’s. As David Rohde 
of Reuters puts it: “The United 
States obsession with al-Qaida 
is doing more damage to the 
nation than the terrorist group 
itself.” 

Richard Haass, the president 
of the Council on Foreign Re¬ 
lations, notes that the majority 
of Europeans today have no 
memory of the Cold War and 
that, as a result, we have less 
leeway today to antagonize 
our allies. “This is a different 
geopolitical era,” he said. “We 
can’t assume that people are 
for us.” Yes, there is still a place 
for drones, for spying on allies, 
for the NSA. But they need to be 
subjected to scrutiny, context 
and brakes, as they were be¬ 
fore 9/11. Commercial aviation 
would be safer if we were all 
required to fly stark naked. But 
we accept trade-offs - such as 
clothing - and thus some small 
risk. In the same way, it’s time to 
pause for a breath in the secu¬ 
rity realm and start examining 
the trade-offs, rather than just 
doing things because we can.

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I’ve had pasta with red 
sauce hundreds of times; 
it’s classic, comforting and 
exactly what you’d expect 
to coat your linguine. But this 
autumn’s crop of jewellike 
beets has me thinking in an 
entirely different direction. 
These days when I make 
pasta, I think pink: pink beet 
sauce, that is. 

It isn’t something you come 
across very often. The first 
time I had it was at Al Di 
La in Brooklyn, where the 
chef Anna Klinger fills her 
casunziei, which are tender 
ravioli, with ricotta cheese 
and pureed beets. 

They are served with a 
buttery sauce darkened with 
poppy seeds. It’s a brilliant 
combination of flavors: 
assertively sweet and earthy 
from the beets, delicately 
milky from the ricotta, rich 
from the butter. 

I’ve since adapted the dish 
to my own lazier disposition. 
This means instead of making 
labor intensive homemade 
ravioli, I turn the filling of 
beets and ricotta into a 
magenta sauce. 

The easiest way to deal with 
the beets. I’ve found, is not 
to roast and puree them. 

This can take hours. Instead I 
like to grate and saute them. 


which is accomplished in less 
than 20 minutes. 

Although it’s not strictly 
necessary, a food processor 
(if you have one) is worth 
using for grating. Not only 
does it make the task quicker, 
it also makes the effort far less 
messy, restraining the beet 


juices instead of letting them 
spill all over your counter, 
cutting board and fingers. 
Then I saute the beets in 
loads of nutty brown butter 
until they absorb all the 
butter and practically fall 
apart. This forms the basis of 
the sauce. 


Because beets don’t have 
the tanginess of tomatoes, 
it’s vital to include a little 
acid in the mix; otherwise, 
everything seems too heavy 
and stodgy. 

Here I drizzle on balsamic 
vinegar and spike the ricotta 
with orange zest. Lemon or 


lime work equally well. 

As a final touch, I sprinkle 
the dish with chopped 
pistachios, which lend the 
same nutty crunch as the 
poppy seeds in Klinger’s 
sauce, but with the added 
appeal of the pale green 
color. 


Use any kind of nut or seed 
that you like, or leave them 
off altogether. 

Whatever you do, play 
around and make this beet 
sauce your own. 

After all, there are about 
as many red sauce recipes 
as there are cooks making 
red sauce. But not so much 
when it comes to pink. 

CAVATELLI WITH BROWN 
BUTTER BEETS, RICOTTA 
AND PISTACHIOS 

Time: 40 minutes 
Yield: 4 servings 

1 1 /2 cups whole milk ricotta 
1/4 teaspoon finely grated 
orange zest, more to taste 
1 1/2 teaspoons chopped 
fresh sage 

1 1/4 teaspoons kosher salt, 
more as needed 
1/2 teaspoon black pepper, 
more as needed 
6 tablespoons unsalted 
butter 

1 1/2 pounds beets, peeled 
and finely grated in a food 
processor 

1 1/2 teaspoons balsamic 
vinegar 

3/4 pound fresh or dried 
cavatelli 

1/2 cup freshly grated 

Parmigiano-Reggiano 

1/4 cup chopped pistachios 

1. In a small bowl, combine 


ricotta, orange zest and 
sage. Season with salt and 
pepper to taste. Cover and 
refrigerate until ready to use. 

2. In a large heavy skillet 
over medium heat, melt 
5 tablespoons of butter. 
Cook until foam subsides 
and butter is a deep 
hazelnut color, about 5 
minutes. (Watch carefully 
that it doesn’t burn.) Stir in 
beets and season with 1 
1/4 teaspoons salt and 1/2 
teaspoon pepper. Reduce 
heat to low, cover and cook 
until beets are very tender, 10 
to 15 minutes. Stir in vinegar. 
Add more salt and pepper if 
needed. 

3. Meanwhile, in a large pot 
of boiling salted water, cook 
cavatelli until al dente. Drain, 
reserving 1/3 cup cooking 
liquid. 

4. Put pasta in a large 
warmed serving bowl. Toss 
with remaining 1 tablespoon 
butter, the grated cheese 
and most of the reserved 
liquid. 

Toss well; add all remaining 
cooking liquid if necessary 
for a creamy consistency. Stir 
in beet mixture. Season with 
salt and pepper. 

Dollop spoonfuls of seasoned 
ricotta onto pasta; sprinkle 
with pistachios and cracked 
black pepper.Q
